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CHOU SUNG LOOKED carefully around 
to make sure no one was watching. 
Then he bent swiftly down behind the 
large boulder* In the distance, he could 
hear his comrades boisterously getting 
drunk on the rice wine that was always 
liberally handed out on the eve of an 
attack... but this was one attack that Chou 
was determined not to be in on. 

Surreptitiously, he drew the tattered 
leafletoutof his tunic pocket and smoothed 
the folds out on the ground. His eyes were 
eager, almost greedy, as they read for the 
twentieth time the Chinese characters that 
spelled out the invitation for all Communist 
troops to surrender and receive good food 
and good treatmea^ fo* the remainder of the 

war in Korea* 

Leaflets like these had been scattered 

by the countless thousands behind the 
Communist lines. They had been dropped 
by planes and fired out of cannons until 
there was scarcely a soldier at the front 
who hadn't seen one of the white papers 
floating on the wind or lying on the ground 
...but it meant instant execution for any- 
one caught reading one of the leaflets or 
having it in his possession. The political 
commissars with the pistols in their belts 
were everywhere, and they bad the power 
to shoot suspected traitors on sight.. .a 
power which they exercised freely and 

frequently. 

It had taken a great deal of courage for 

Chou to stuff one of the leaflets in his 
pocket last night. He had been one of the 
members of a leaflet-burning detail, and 
even though he was sure no one h?d seen 
him keep one of the leaflets, it had made 
him tremble each time he realized he had 
his own death warrant in his 
pocket. 

Nov, Chou read the leaflet over and 
over again, nodding in agreement at the 



words which accused the Communist lead- 




ers of being power-mad, ruthless men who 
were willing to sacrifice millions of their 
countrymen's lives in their quest for world 
domination. Chou remembered only too 
well just bow ruthless the Reds had been 
when they had been ordered by their 

i 

commanders to slay innocent civilians by 
the thousands die first time they had 
invaded South Korea. 

There were a few men like him, Chou 
knew, who were peace-loving and war- 
hating, but they never dared speak their 
minds. But now Chou had had his fill of 
war. No longer would be be forced *co get 

drunk on rice wine before attacking in the 
face of murderous fire from American in- 
fantrymen. Never again would be cower 
like a terrified, hunted animal in his hole 
while American shells, screamed over- 
head. No more would he run screaming 
from the flaming rivers of napalm dropped 
by American pilots. Never again would 

he have to flee id trembling panic from a 
bayonet charge of American marines. 

For the final time, Chou read the 
words which said that U. N, outposts 

had been ordered not to fire on Com- 
munist soldiers who came to their lines 
with the surrender leaflets instead of 
weapons in their hands. The words 
were engraved in his mind. ..now was the 
time to act. 

Leaving his rifle on the ground near 
the boulder, Chou gripped the leaflet 

tightly in one band and started to run toward 
the Americans 1 positions. He ran crouched 

Over, so that the first shot from behind 
caught him in the thigh. 

Weakly, Chou rolled over and saw the 
political commissar walking toward him, 

smoking pistol in hand. And Chou Sung's 
last thought just before the contmissar 

shot him through the head was that yes, 
never again would he have to face the 

murderous fire of American troops.
